Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for measuring an unfilled patterned structure 
comprising irradiating the unfilled patterned structure with a spatially periodic laser 
intensity pattern in order to excite surface acoustic waves having a wavelength larger 
than the feature width dimensions , in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
claim.
